Under meetings scheduled for the week, Ms. 
Adams noted the following:

• Thursday, January 10 at 7:00 pm - Meeting with 
the Board of Appeals and town department heads regard- 
ing The Regatta project; 

• Monday, January 14 at 7:00 pm - Special Town 
Meeting at the Knights of Columbus Hall on Route 6 in 
Mattapoisett. 

The board members next wished to clarify and 
rebut an article which was written by Board of Health 
member Daniel Lee and recently published in area 
newspapers. 

"I'd like to discuss the article in The Standard- 
Times on December 28, from (Dan) Lee of the Board of 
Health," Selectman Denham said. "I've made statements 
at several of our meetings that the Board of Appeals and 
Conservation Commission (ConCom) members have been 
appointed to do their jobs. It's not (the Board of 
Selectmen's) place to influence their vote one way or 
another. They have state and town laws to enforce. For 
this board to influence them one way or another is wrong. 
I take offense to Mr. Lee's article. It's (their) board's 
prerogative to issue or not issue permits for (such) 
projects." 

"I reiterate that as a Selectman I support the 
Board of Appeals," Selectman Andrews added. "As a 
private resident of Mattapoisett, I'm opposed to the 
project. Just as I would not tell the Board of Health how to 
do their job ... I don't think it's this board's place to 
influence (other) boards." 

Chairman Lambalot, however, declined to 
comment on the matter: "Because of my relationship to 
the developer, I will not make a comment either way," he 
said.

At 7:10 pm, the board met with Town Accountant 
Judith Mooney and Temporary Town Clerk Rebecca 
McCullough to approve long-term borrowing bonds from 
North Bridge Securities in the amount of $2,558,000 at an 
interest rate of 4.4834 percent. "There are a bunch of 
projects we've been doing," Ms. Mooney said. "I think it's 
five sewer projects, three water projects, and the smaller 
portion of the school." 

"These are all things that have been previously 
(approved by voters)," Selectman Denham said. "This is 
all just loan consolidation." 

Among the specific projects included in the 
bonds: $336,639 for a town sewer project; $278,000 for 
sewer project on Mattapoisett Neck Road; $160,000 for the 
sewer connection construction at ORR High School;

cincts as per state requirements. "I want people to get the 
correct notification," she said. "Everyone should be 
getting a notice within the next few days. I am a little 
worried about ... some streets being left out."

year we had 26 people — everyone passed except one. 
Hopefully we'll do this every year." 

At 7:30 pm the board met with Joseph Slattery the 
town's representative to the SouthCoast emPOWERment 
group.

apartment-style, condominium housing in town. They 
didn't want to have to move out of town in order to be 
able to live in a smaller unit. The focus of the (proposed) 
Special Residential District (SRD) By-Law ... is to allow 
people to build smaller housing. You can also do existing 
home conversions." 

"Contrary to articles published in the local 
papers, we do have the lowest growth rate (in the area)," 
Selectman Denham said. "Other communities ... are 
double our rate." 

"At the last Annual Town Meeting, our intent was 
to take the state's Cluster Zoning for single-family homes 
as a by-right," Mr. Rogers said. "This would be a special 
permit process which gives the town tremendous leverage 
from developers who come into town and want to make 
condominiums. We feel by virtue of this special permit 
process, we are protecting the town. We're not going to be 
put into a situation to encourage something that's too 
dense." 

"We seem to be forgetting another segment of the 
population," Selectman Andrews added. "I can see where 
the SRD can help out the first-time homebuyers and 
younger people in town who can't afford to buy or rent 
and stay in town. We have many people working in town 
who cannot afford to live in Mattapoisett. Hopefully, this 
will provide additional housing units (for them)." 

"I think we do need to think at some point if we 
want to try to get 10 percent affordable housing," Mr. 
Rogers said. "I think you need a partnership between 
some of the developers in town." 

"I'm not in favor of developing low- or moderate- 
income housing for those from outside Mattapoisett, but I 
think we should take care of our own," Selectman 
Andrews added. 

To that end, Selectman Andrews made a plea for 
volunteers to serve on the Housing Advisory Task Force:

The board next unanimously approved the 
minutes of the December 18 meeting, and the reviewed 
the following incoming correspondence for the week: 

• Letters from residents Tom Dexter and Kathleen 
Bost, both offering to serve as the town's representative 
on the SouthCoast emPOWERment group. Since two 
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qualified candidates had come forward, Selectman 
Winters suggested appointing Ms. Bost as the primary 
delegate and Mr. Dexter as the alternate. "That way both 
could attend and participate," he said. With that, the 
board unanimously voted to appoint both as suggested. 

• Letter from Susan Grosart regarding the com- 
mencement of a search process to replace ORR School 
Superintendent Elizabeth Quinn. Ms. Grosart said the 
school committees will be seeking public input at several 
focus groups and hearings scheduled in the tri-towns. 

• Susan Grosart, Chairman of the Marion School 
Committee, also sent notice to the board that they have 
begun the negotiating process with the Marion Teachers 
Association for the 2002-2005 school years. 

• Notification from the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection (DEP) that the Town of 
Marion has been approved for a low-interest (2 percent) 
State Revolving Fund (SRF) for expansions and upgrades 
to the town's wastewater system. 

• Letter from Elizabeth Hammack-Leidhold, 
Director of the Marion Natural History Museum, ap- 
plauding the work of Marion DPW worker Gerald 
Marshall for providing assistance with lighting, window 
replacements, and other tasks at the museum. 

• Request from Timothy O'Connor, Associate 
Superintendent for Finance and Planning with the ORR 
School District, to declare a nine-year-old laminating 
machine at Sippican School as surplus. Mr. O'Connor 
noted the machine no longer works and can be sold for 
$200 for parts. The board unanimously approved the 
machine be sold as requested. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Suzanne Taylor of 
the Music Hall Advisory Committee. Ms. Taylor came 
before the board to submit a new schedule of fees for the 
Music Hall and to approve guidelines for use of the 
facility.

ZBA) would be able to make determinations" on these 
simple applications, thereby avoiding the time-consuming 
and costly hearing process.

Although the board approved the proposal, it was 
with some reservations. Selectman Ryan raised the issue 
of reconfiguring the poles once a street or a development 
was established. It would be ideal, she argued, if poles 
could be "cleaned up" and possibly placed a further 
distance apart so that they are not so concentrated. 
Acknowledging that the cost to do such reconfiguring is 
an issue, she recommended that NSTAR and ComElectric 
plan for future service within a growing community such 
as Rochester and be more selective in the placement of the 
poles. 

Next on the agenda, the board met with Bogle & 
DeAscentis representative Peter Bogle who came before 
the board to request that they waive the right of first 
refusal for certain available lots in the town. There were 
three lots that Mr. Bogle was interested in on behalf of 
A.D. Makepeace that are located on High Street and 
County Road. 

Chairman Cutler noted that the board had not 
heard from the Rochester Land Trust citing any interest in 
the properties, and therefore they were willing to release 
them. 

Next on the agenda was the Town 
Administrator's report with James Huntoon. He dis- 
cussed the following items: 
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• Mr. Huntoon notified the board that the Town 
Hall budget would be in next week. 

• Mr. Huntoon held a meeting with the Personnel 
Board, in which Employee Evaluations were discussed. 

• He inquired to the gas company about service 
for the Town Hall heating system. A representative 
performed a standard maintenance review and discov- 
ered that it had been some time since maintenance had 
been done on the system. As a result, new filters were 
added as well as other replacement parts. 

The board then met with girls softball coach 
Timothy Zablowsky who requested use of the gymna- 
sium at Memorial School for winter practice. The girls 
need the practice year-round for pitching and catching so 
they don't lose skills gained during the season. Mr. 
Zablowsky added that the school agreed to the request, 
and that the 10 to 12 girls would be covered under town 
insurance. 

The board approved the request, thereby making 
the Rocheseter Youth Girls Softball League Winter Pro- 
gram a town-sponsored activity. 

Under incoming correspondence for the week, the 
board received: 

• A letter from the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts Executive Office of Environmental Affairs notifying 
the board that the Massachusetts Water Resources Com- 
mission is accepting applications for projects to be under- 
taken by the Army Corps of Engineers. The letter asked

for the town to submit any projects "to assist them in 
planning the protection and improvement of specific 
water resources" for consideration. 

• A letter was received from State Senator Marc

Management Plan, which all cities and towns are required 
to have. He urged that the plans be updated and reviewed 
every four to five years. 

• A second letter from Senator Pacheco was 
received in which he stated his disappointment that the 
Senate Redistricting map removed Rochester from the 
First Plymouth and Bristol senate district. This change 
was due to the population increase on the Cape and the 
Islands. 

• A letter was received from the Rochester 
Democratic Committee requesting the use of Town Hall 
on February 2, 2002 for the purpose of a Democratic 
Caucus between the hours of 9:00 to 11:00 am. The board 
approved the request. 

• Notice was received from the Board of Asses- 
sors that the Fiscal Year 2002 Tax Rate has been reviewed 
and approved by the Bureau of Accounts. 

• A letter was received from Library Director 
Lucy Loomis inviting the board to attend a Community 
Forum at the Plumb Library on January 10 at 7:00 pm. The 
purpose of the meeting is to discuss the status of the 
library's expansion project. Residents and various boards 
have also been invited to attend.

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The proposed contour of The Regatta site on Route 6 in 
Mattapoisett slopes toward the small town brook that ends up at 
the town public bathing beach. Since the former A&P surfaced 
its parking lot in the 60s — pitching toward the brook — 
constant brook overflow has caused flooding at Captain's Lane 
and surrounding areas several times a year. This never hap- 
pened before the A&P (now Salvation Army) parking lot was 
paved. 

Since other buildings have been built in the center area, 
this brook not only overflows often but can form a large pond 
from Barstow Street to North Street including Church Street. 
This makes streets impassable and floods yards and cellars. This 
past spring a rainstorm not only flooded the center area but the 
beach. The flood waters going down North Street were three- 
feet deep. All cellars were flooded with water and mud and 
several fuel tanks broke away from furnaces. 

Since these conditions exist, anyone with common 
sense could not possibly grant the current application before 
(the Zoning Board of Appeals). It is guaranteed to make worse 
the problems mentioned and cause further damage to property 
owners. The brook just cannot take any more drain water. The 
proposed project could hardly support six units without 
inflicting some damage. 

In addition, the purchase of a hook and ladder may be 
required because of the proposed height of The Regatta build- 
ing. A truck of this size has limited use in Mattapoisett due to 
the narrow roads but would be an added expense to the town 
for just one building. We all have property rights that must be 
protected under the law. It is apparent that a large majority of 
Mattapoisett property owners and taxpayers are opposed to this 
project for valid reasons. It is up to the elected officials and 
appointed boards — both state and town — to react to the will 
of its residents and deny this project for the many reasons given 
(now) and at previous hearings.

The Royal Tenenbaums. Starring Gene Hackman, Anjelica 
Huston, Ben Stiller, and Gwyneth Paltrow. Directed by 
Wes Anderson. Running time: 108 minutes. MPAA rating: 
R. At Hoyts Nickelodeon and the North Dartmouth Mall. 

In only three films — Bottle Rocket, Rushmore, and now The 
Royal Tenenbaums — Wes Anderson has created a distinct and 
consistent world. The lackadaisical suburban thieves of Bottle 
Rocket might' ve gone to Rushmore Academy as kids, and Max 
Fischer as a pre-pubescent playwright might' ve put his work in 
competition with the equally precocious Margot Tenenbaum's 
plays. There's a buzz of strangeness about Anderson's world; in 
its way, it's as alien to us — and as precisely rendered — as the 
Middle-earth of The Fellowship of the Ring. This world has its own 
look and sound, with morosely defiant oldies on the soundtrack 
underlining the characters' malaise or passion. 

Anderson loves overachievers and underachievers — 
particularly people who manage to be both at once — and he's got 
three of them here: the aforementioned Margot (Gwyneth 
Paltrow), the adopted daughter of the clan, who peaked early as 
a playwright and now sulks in her tub for hours; Chas Tenenbaum 
(Ben Stiller), a prodigious financial whiz overprotective of his 
two sons since the death of his wife; and Richie Tenenbaum (Luke 
Wilson), a former tennis champ who had a meltdown on the court 
and thinks he's in love with Margot, but that's okay, since "we're 
not related by blood." Slippery ethics, but since patriarch Royal 
Tenenbaum (Gene Hackman) took every opportunity to remind 
everyone of Margot's adopted status when introducing her, who 
can blame Richie? 

Royal, the sort of affable bastard right up Hackman's alley, 
has been estranged from his wife Etheline (Anjelica Huston) and 
children for years; one day he slinks back into the picture with the 
news that he's dying. Giving himself six weeks to put things right 
between him and his kids, Royal sets up a hospital room in his 
former house, followed in rapid succession by Chas, Richie, and 
Margot, who all move back into their old bedrooms, confronted 
daily with the surroundings of their childhood greatness. Hanging 
around for good measure is Richie's friend Eli Cash (Owen 
Wilson, who for the third time cowrote the script with Anderson), 
who "always wanted to be a Tenenbaum" but has settled for 
being a drug-addled novelist. 




Tenenbaums unfolds like a storybook tale, but this is 
Anderson's most loosely plotted endeavor yet. Like Rushmore, it's 
not so much about its story as about the moods and moments the 
story makes possible. Here, for instance, is Margot's rumpled 
neurologist husband Raleigh St. Clair (Bill Murray, swathed in a 
foam of beard) tapping sadly on a window to get her attention. Or 
family financial advisor Henry Sherman (Danny Glover) moving 
in tentatively to kiss Etheline, while she grins girlishly in 
anticipation. Or a confrontation between Chas and Royal in a 
closet, surrounded by shelves weighed down with ancient board 
games. Or the way all printed material we see in the movie is in 
the same blocky all-caps font. Or the predictably eclectic 
soundtrack, wherein the Velvet Underground and the Ramones 
rub elbows with Mark Mothersbaugh's otherworldly bells and 
organs and the beautifully apt use of "Christmas Time Is Here" 
from A Charlie Brown Christmas. 

Gene Hackman presides over all this like a dissipated King 
Lear, only he doesn't demand expressions of love from his three 
children; he'll make do with expressions of non-hatred. The Royal 
Tenenbaums extends or plays with themes explored in Rushmore: 
in both, a father looks quizzically at off spring Tie can't imagine he 
could have sired, and a protagonist is an immature liar and often 
dislikable, but somehow, despite himself, lovable. Tenenbaums 
can also be considered a loose sequel to Rushmore, in that the three 
past-their-prime wunderkinder could be Max Fischer fifteen years 
on. If you didn't float happily in the world of Rushmore, this 
movie's mix of quirky humor and deadpan anguish won't do it 
for you (I noted a number of walkouts at the screening I attended) . 
Anderson specializes in gentle mood-swing comedy-tragedies: 
Tenenbaums may be the most depressive movie ever to be painted 
in shades of red, yellow, and pink.
